It was estimated that 150,000 
persons lined the route from the 
station to the cathedral. The papal 
legate sat unperturbed as thou- 
sands milled about him, time and 
again breaking through the police 
guard in an effort to touch his 
flowing robes.

County (Pittsburg and its en- 
virons). 

Wood handed the committee «@ 
copy of the expense statement 
which was filed yesterday at Har- 


risburg on behalf of his organiga- - 


tion. After scrutinizing it closely, 
Reed called the committee into a 
private session in an adjoining 
room. . 


Report Found Confusing. 

The committee was out for 40 
minutes. When it returned, Reed 
told the witness that he had found 
the report confusing and wanted 
to get it straightened out. He took 
Wood through a tortuous examina- 
tion of an hour. ' 

Declaring that he wanted to 
know what Wood's committee had 
received “from every source,” Reed 
fired a volley of questions rolating 
to various items inthe report. 

Wood said that his committee. 
received contributions aggregating 
$216,492. In addition, he testified, 
he personally made two notes, one 
for $60,000 and another for $26,- 
000, to meet the running expenses 
of the campaign before the contri- 
butions begun to flow in. He signed 
these notes as chairman of the 
committee. The loans were made 
at two of the Mellon banks—the 
Union .Trust Co. and the Mellon 
National Bank of Pittsburg. 

No collateral was required, Wood 
testified, and no one signed the 
notes with him. Reed gaid he 
thought it was the custom of Bast- 
ern banks to require some form of 
security. Wood replied that he 
had often borrowed considerable 
sums on his own signature. 

Banks Knew Him, Wood Sald. 

The banks knew him, he said, as

It might also be adde} 
that this “corporation has been feed- 
ing on the life blood of this city for 
more than 50 years, during which time it 
has collected in tolls, going and comipg 


100 times the cost of the old Eads Bridg>. 
and interest. It controis the river banks 
and bridges for over 25 miles, above aad 
below this city outside of the Fre Bridge, 
for which it is now reaching out its ten- 
tacies, hoping to beguile or bamboozle 
our city officials, as usual, by faise prorm- 
ises. Did the Terminal Co. ever carry 
cut any agreement it made with this city” 
Never, to my knowledge. When the 
Union Station was built, it agreed io 
stand back 40 feet from the building 
line, on Market street. Instead of doing 
a6, it started building on the line. A po- 
liceman on that beat, up there, as in duty 
bound, stopped them. The Termina! «‘o. 
took the matter up with Mr. Ziegenhein, 
who at that time was Mayor. The offi- 
cer was called off and sent elsewhere, 
and the Terminal Co. completed its build- 
ing on the line.

This 
a desire for drink was artificially stimulated 
by every means to create a demand that 
would assimilate the ever-increasing volume 
produced. Hence, too, the modern saioon 
and the natural. reaction against it. 

The intrinsic drawbacks of public drink.” 
ing places was far better understood in the 
Middle Ages than today. since the common 
understanding of the philosophy of life was 
then on a loftier and sounder plane. Thoere- 
fore, it will not surprise to find in ths year 
1256, Louis the Ninth (St. Louis after whom 
our fair city fa named) issuing the followirz 
ordinance: ‘‘No one may drink in a tavera 
unless he be a traveler or without a hone 
in the city.” Vietor Bournat, writing in ihe 
Christian Economic Review of 1866, sai.l: 
“To the mind of the saintly King, there was 
no place more unclean than a drinking 
piace or tavern; his indignation expreas2d 
iteelf in such vivid form that I find myself 
compelled to quote his decree verbatim in 
order to give the sense of it correctly: 
‘Everybody commonly found to be a dice 
player or a frequenter of taverns shal! he 
considered dishonored and incapable of 
bearing witnesa in court.’" From the thir- 
teenth to the seventeenth century, hundreis 
of similar decrees can be found in the stat- 
utes of Wrance, Germany, England and the 
middle countries. Violations of these ordi- 
nances were usually punished by the lash.

This 
helps to keep fruit or vegetables in 
shape during sterilization and 
makes it easier to remove skins and 
to handle materials while packing 
in jars. 

Heat the jars by rinsing and let- 
ting stand in hot water until use. 
Pack in fruit firmly and closely, 
taking care to leave no open space; 
but being sure that the materials 
are not jammed or crushed. Put 
jars in sterilizer. 

Fill jars to top with boilinz 
liquid, pouring it in slowly. For 
fruits, make a syrup by boiling one 
part water with two parts sugar, 
which has been cooked to consist- 
ency desired; this depends upon 
whether canned or preserved frui+s 
are desired. For unsweetened fruits 
use only water or fruit juice,and o 
sugar. 

When jars are packed . put on 
rubbers, which should be new, elas- 
tic and tight. Put on the covers 
and partially tighten. Do not tight- 
en screw down completely, as room 
for expansion must be allowed. 

o sterilize, slowly lower the 
cans in wire frame, top up, in a 
kettle or boiler of boiling water, 
add water to cover jars two inches 
over the top. Bring the water to 
the boiling-point and keep boiling 
the length of time given on the 
time-table. <A rack in the bottom 
of the kettle or individual wire 
holders is necessary to keep the 
jars from touching the bottom of 
the kettle. 

Sixteen minutes are required to 
sterilize a pint of strawberries or 2 
pint of cherries. To sterilize a 
quart of those fruits will requirs 
five minutes longer. Pineapples, on 
dacéournt of being more compact, re- 
quire 30 minutes for sterilizing. 
Lift jars from kettle when time 
of sterilizing is up, tighten covers 
immediately. Invert jars on a cloth,

A 
great many mothers write me ask- 
ing if ice cream is a proper food 
for children. Lots of big husky m=n 
inquire about ice cream as an arti- 
cle of food. ‘Of course with the

would eat the ice cream anyhow 


The fact is, properly made ice 
cream is one of the most whole- 
some, nourishing and refreshing 
foods known in the human fam- 
ily. It should not be regarded as 
a luxury. It is in every sense a 
real food. . 


The fundamental ingredients of 
ice cream are cream and sugar. Of 
course there are special forms of 
ice cream to which gelatin and 
various fruits have been added. All 
forms are flavored with appealing 
extracts. 

The mother who gives ice cream 
to her child should encourage the 
youngster to eat it slowly to avoid 
chilling the stomach and perhaps 
retarding digestion. It is bad for 
anybody, big or little, to gulp down 
great quantities of ice cream, 
especially when the body is heated 
from exercise or exposure to the 
sun.

You may give it 
to your children, making them 
happy because they love the dish 
and making you happy because 
you know you are giving the chil- 
dren something which will pro- 
mote their health and physical 
welfare.

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CHICKEN VARIATION 


FOR SUMMER MEALS 


Several Welcome Variations 
of the Prime—Favorite 
Dish of Chicken. 


Chicken, no matter how often it 
appears on the family dinner table, 
always retains its popularity. While 
the average housewlfe serves fried, 
baked and smothered chicken on 
her menus, there are innumerable 
other ways of serving the fowl 
which would be welcome change to 
the family. 

The appended recipes offer sug- 
gestions for chicken dishes that 
are palatable and easy to cook and 
serve. 


Chicken Patties. 

Cut the white meat of a cooked 
chicken into dice and mix with one 
can of mushrooms. Drain the 
mushrooms free from their liquor 
and cut in halves. Make a cream 
sauce with two tablespoonfuls of 
butter, two tablespoonsfuls of flour 
and one pint of cream; when it 
has thickened add the meat and 
mushrooms, and just before tak- 
ing from the fire the yolks of two 
eggs. Season with two teaspoon- 
fuls of salt, one-quarter of a tea- 
spoonful of white pepper and a 
dash of cayenne; fill the cases and 
serve. The eggs should not be 
added until the patties are ready 
to be served, and the sauce should 
be hot when they are put in. 

Chicken Belmont. 

Melt one-fourth cup of butter, 
add one-fourth cup of flour and 
blend together well; then pour on 
gradually while stirring constantly, 
one and one-half cupfuls of chick- 
en stock. Bring to the boiling 
point, season with one and one- 
half teaspoonfuls of salt and a 
teaspoonful of paprika. Add one 
cupful of cream, one cupful of 
minced chicken, two-thirds of a 
cupful of cdOoked sweetbread cubes, 
one and one-half tablespoonfuls of 
chicken livers. Let stand in a 
double boiler to heat. Serve ina 
dish with mashed potato piped 
around the edge. Brown in a hot 
oven. 

Molded Chicken. 

Cut up fowl] same as you would 
to fry. Boil until meat drops from 
the bones. Remove all bones and 
chop meat. Season with salt and 
pepper and celery if desired. 33u1] 
the liquid down until just enougn 
remains to cover the meat. When 
pressed into a mold, put a weight 
on and set in a cold place. It will 
jell better if you will cook a pig's 
foot or two with it or use a little 
gelatine. This makes nice sand- 
wiches. 


Chicken Saute. 

Take a spring chicken, cut in 
four pieces, clean and dry thor- 
oughly. Salt and flour the chick- 
en, cover the bottom of a deep pot 
with drippings and one onion 
chopped fine, put chicken in and 
cover and cook slowly for one nour. 
Take the chicken out and add one 
cup milk to your gravy, a little 
chopped parsley and thicken with 
one tablespoonful of corn starch. 
dissolved in cold water. Pour over 
chicken. This is a delicious way 
to serve chicken. 


Chicken Liver Brochette. 
Take one dozen chicken livess, 
two slices of bacon, roll in melted 
butter and fresh bread crumbs. (Cus 
ithe bacon in very thin slices about 
one inch and a half wide.

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WIDENING OF PORTION OF 
KINGSHIGHWAY IS PROPOSED 


Director Brooks Would Eliminate 
Traffic Confusion Between Man- 
Chester and Oakland Avenues. 

A plan to eliminate the confus- 
ing traffic situation and minimize 
danger of accidents on Kingshigh- 
way boulevard from Manchester 
avenue to Barnes Hospital, par- 
ticularly at Oakland avenue, has 
been prepared by Director of 
Streets and Sewers Brooks and will 
be submitted to the Board of Pub- 
lic Service today.

Madame Michaelis. in an inter- 
view at Paesy, declared that she 
is not concerned with woman's 
status in the past, but that she is 
working for the future and wants 
to help in ridding the present gen- 
eration of antiquated ideas of faise 
modesty. 

Madame Michaelis is well known 
in America through her works. 
which were translated into English 
20 years ago. and the most star- 
tling of whick was the novel. ““The 
Dangerous Agé,” in which she ex- 
presses with touching ingenuity 
the fears. desires and inclinations 
of a young woman of, let us say. 
tender years. 

“Your Immortal! President Wil- 
son.” said Madame Michaelis, “de- 
manded for all peoples of the earth 
the right of self-determination. I 
demand the same right for our 
rvroung women. They must become 
to decide their own fate. They 
must no longer be encumbered 
with ties that make their lives 
nothing less than a state of vile 
bondage. 

“Yes.” added the Danish wom- 
an, “this includes your American | 
giris: They are as much the slaves | 
of convention as our Danish wom- 
en and the German girls. 

War Helped Clear Thinking. 

“I will admit. we have made a 
little progress ‘during the past 
quarter century: ‘the war, in fact, 
helped us enormously. Before the 
War, for example, it was considered 
indecent, even in Engiand. to name 
particular parts of women's under- 
wear. And with us in Denmark it 
was thought extremely bad taste 
to speak of a nightshirt.
